MORE LAWLESS DEMONSTRATIONS 


AT MILWAUKEE. 


A Passenger and a Policeman Re- 

Injuries—Women Jeer at 

the Men Runuing Cars — Adams 
Express Company’s Troubles. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

MILWAUKEE, May 5.—The Feder- 
ated Trades Council has not, as re- 
ported, ordered a sympathetic strike. 
Resolutions promising moral and finan- 
cial support were adopted. A commit- 
tee was appointed to protest to the 
council against the officlousness of the 
police in helping run the cars and 
in collecting fares. This morning the 
street-car lines were tiled up much more 
closely than at the same hour yester- 
day. The electrical workers in the em- 
ploy of the railway struck this morn- 
ing. The company’s offlelals managed 
to keep the plant in operation. 

Not a man returned to work at noon, 
the hour fixed by the street-car com- 
pany when all employés were to report 
for duty or be discharged. The wo- 
men present at headquarters, with chil- 
dren in théir arms, jeered the men run- 
ning the cars. 

A car was stoned by the strikers on 
Reed street this afternoon, a passen- 
ger and a policeman receiving injuries. 
Stones and other obstructions are being 
Placed on the tracks in the suburbs.

Senator Call insisted that the case 
was urgent, reports being current that 
Vike prisoners. were to be executed 
If Great Britain were involved, there 
would be no hesitation in protesting: 

Senator Wolcott answered that if the 
facts were as Senator Call stated, it 
was the duty of the President to pro- 
test, and it was premature for the Sen- 
ate to request the President to do his 
duty. He objected to immediate action. 
The resolution went over. 

Senator Frye then moved to take up 
the River and Harbor Bill, and in do- 
ing so he said: “I do not mean to an- 
tagonize the Bond Bill at 2 o’clock. I 
regard the vote of yesterday as the in- 
structions of the committee to me not 

urge the River and Harbor Bill 
against the Bond Bill at 2 o’clock.” 

With this explanation there was no 
objection to proceeding with the River 
and Harbor Bill. By unanimous con- 
sent a bill was passed, reénacting the 
law for a free bridge across the Arkan- 
sas River, connecting Littl Rock and 
Argenta. At 2 o'clock the bill was laid 
aside, thirty pages having been dis- 
posed of, and the Bond Bill was 
taken up. 

As Senator Hill was about to resume 
his speech, Senator Peffer, author of 
the bond resolution, arose and said: “I 
will ask the Senate to remain in ses- 
sion tonight until this resolution is 
passed.” 

Senator Hill said he was willing to 
yield, as a rule but he did not propose 
to be taken from the floor arbitrarily, 
and he would not yield to Senator Pef- 
fer. He then proceeded with his oppo- 
sition to the resolution. He was en- 
deavoring, he said, to prevent the Sen- 
ate from making itself ridiculous. It 
did that often enough, hé added. This 
resolution called for facts that were 
already reported to the Senate. 

“Why, therefore, should Senators ad- 
mit that they were ignoramuses?” “To 
be sure,” said Senator Hill, “there is 
no law against Senators making fools 
of themselves, but they ought not to do 
it needlessly by the ‘foolish, contempti- 
ble,’ resolution. If you can’t compre- 
hend the reports already made, then 
resign your seats,“ he said savagely. 

Senator Hill declared that this was a 
move to manufacture campaign mate- 
rial on the eve of the Presidential cam- 
paign. The Senator yielded long enough 
to permit Senator Gordon to give notice 
of an amendment to the pending reso- 
hution providing that the inquiry into 
the bond issues be conducted by the 
Senate Finance Committee instead of 
by a special committee of five Senators 
as originally proposed. 

Senator Hill, resuming, said that as 
one means of meeting this “‘persecution 
and mud-slinging” at the Secretary of 
the Treasury, he would introduce the 
affidavit of Mr. Carlisle in the suit 
brought by William Graves to secure 
$4,500,000 bonds. The affidavit was read 
at great length. At another point he 
read from a Philadelphia’ newspaper 
saying it ought to be good authority.

Senator Hill yielded the floor tem- 
porarily to Senator Pettigrew, for a 
speech on tariff and finance. e 
speech was a succinct record of gov- 
ernment transactions for the last five 
years. Pettigrew asserted his belief 
that the recent financial scares had 
been purposely worked up by the 
present administration in order to force 
Congress to pass administration meas- 
ures and after that to compel financial 
transactions to “enrich the favorites 
of the President. if not the President 
himself.“ 

There had been, he said, a deliberate 
conspiracy on the part of the adminis- 
tration to down the government's 
credit. Pettigrew spoke of the part 
taken by a “former law partmer of 
Grover Clevéland” in negotiating the 
bond contract with the Morgan syndi- 
date. The Senator said if a Mayor or 
Governor, or a less-favored individual 
than a President had acted in this 
way “impeachment or criminal prose- 
eution would have followed at once.” 

Senator Pettigrew believed in a 

inves fon which would 
iy bare the wecret features Of 
bond transactions.“ 

A sharp ‘controversy - occurred de- 
tween him and Senator Hill as to what 
course Secretary Carlisle should have 
pursued in awarding forfeited bonds, 
Senator Pettigrew asserting ‘that the 
award to Morgan & Co. was “rotten 
and dishonest to the core.“ Senator 
Pettigrew also criticised Senator Sher- 
man for his recent tribute to the 
treasury administration. 

“Who is more competent to express 
such a tribute,“ asked Senator Hill, 
“than the distinguished Senator from 
Ohio, himself once a Secretary of the 
Treasury?“ 

“That is a matter of opinion,” replied 
Senator Pettigrew. “Ii do not doubt 
that the Senator from New York and 
the Morgan syndicate will forever pro- 
claim that the Senator from Ohio is the 
best authority that can be found so 
long as he openly indorses the plunder 
of the country and the robbery of the 
treasurv ” 

The bond resolution was laid aside, 
Senator Hill retaining the floor, Sen- 
ator Peffer having concluded not to 
press for a vote tonight.

At that time also, he said, he had the 
best of reasons for believing that the 
Senate would agree to four ships; in- 
deed, the fear was that the upper 
branch of Congress would go further 
and authorize six. 

Mr. Cummings of New York, in op- 

ing Mr. Sayers’s motion, critcised 
that gentleman for proposing to surren- 
der to the Senate without firing a gun. 
He recalled the manner in which the 
Senate had forced the House to accept 
its amendment to the last Naval Ap- 
propriation Bill and to accept the tariff 
bill with all its errors.” He argued 
that it was time for the House to make 
a stand against the arrogance of the 
“American House of Lords.” 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee, took a strong 
position in favor of Mr. Sayers's mo- 
tion, on the ground of the inevitable 
deficiency in the revenues for the next 
fiscal year.

LAND OFFICE BUSINESS. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—A trip of 
inspection of many of the local land- 
Offices in Minnesota, Montana. Idaho, 
California and Colorado will be made 
during June by Commissioner Lamo- 
reaux of the General Land Office. The 
main object is tossecure a thorough 
revision of methods throughout the 

service. 

One of the main objects is to reduce 
the amount of cases behind-hand in 
the surveying branch of the service. 
Since the beginning of the administra- 
tion the delay in attending to survey- 
ing cases has been reduced from two 
years or more to about one year. The 
‘Commissioner believes this should be 
further reduced to about three or four 
months with the new methods and the 
intelligent codperation of local officers. 
The tour, which will not be made at 
government expense, will be begun dur- 
ing the.first week of June and extend 
a few days into July.

E. Arthur of Pasadena was made chatfr- 
man through figuring and finesse, de- 
spite the fact that his selection made 
the South have the appearance of 
grabbing too many plums of political 
preferment and official honor; to the 
disgust of the brethren north of ‘the 
Tehachepi. Arthur had the unusual 
by acclamation. ae 
The Committee on Credentials—an 
all-important committee in this in- 
stance—is appointed, and has before it 
the extremely difficult task of trying to 
unravel the tangled skein of troubles 
in the Fourth Congress District of San 
Francisco, and also in the county of 
Alameda, in both of which places there 
are contests, and ugly ones. Upon the 
seating of one or the other of these del- 
egations will depend, in a large meas- 
ure, the personal complexion of the 
delegates-at-large to St. Louis. 

If the Spreckels people win in the 
Fourth and Fifth districts, John D. will 
be one of the delegates-at-large, and 
a superhuman effort will be made to 
prevent the convention from doing that 
which four-fifths of the members are 
ready and willing to do, namely, in- 
struct positively for McKinley. Should 
the object of the majority he defeated 
by the trading and trafficking which has 
been going on all day, a wet blanket of 
disappointment will have been thrown 
over a convention which in the outset 
promised to be one of the most harmon- 
ious and enthusiastic ever held in Cali- 
fornia. 

The composition of the Committee on 
Credentials (fifteen members) is not 
certainly known at the hour of writing, 
but there is a Spreckels cast of counte- 
nance about it that is not pleasing to 
the men of the Spears delegation in 
the Fourth District, and the report of 
the committee is awaited with appre- 
hension.

AN IMPERIAL BANQUET. 


Ceremonies That Followed Corona- 
tion of the Late Czar. 


“The Crowning of a Czar, describing 
the ceremonies at the coronation of 
Alexander III, is the title of a paper 
in the Century for May. It is written 
by Miss Mary Grace Thornton, daugh- 
ter of the British Ambassador. Of the 
banquet that followed the coronation 
Miss Thornton says: . 

“The Granovitaya Palata is a room 
of endless associations in Russian his- 
tory. In appearance it is very~charac- 
teristic—a room that one does not for- 
get. It was already very full when we 
were summoned there. The dais on 
which their Majesties were to be 
served was placed in one corner of the 
room, under a high canopy; and facing 
it at an angle, but hidden by the huge 
column that holds up the ceiling, were 
the orchestra and choir who were to 
make music during the feast. Tables 
were spread in different parts of the 
room for ladies in walting, etc. On 
the dais a small table had been set 
before the two thrones, and at the cor- 
ners of the dais stood four Chevaliers 
Gardes, sword in hand. Of course we 
waited a long time, and my Frenchman 
became so impatient and noisy that 
Sturmer, a master of ceremony, had to 
announce the Emperor several times 
to keep him quiet. 

“At last, just as a gray pigeon had 
flown in at the window. circled above 
our heads, and flown out again (‘Very 
lucky,’ said the Russians.) here His 
Majesty was. We were to go when he 
asked for wine, after an old custom: 
for John the Terrible, it seems, was so 
violent in his cups that the foreigners 
were allowed to retire when he began 
to drink, leaving him to his faithful 
subjects. Mr. Sturmer seemed very 
anxious for our safety, for Alexander 


III had not got through his soups even 


when he bundled us off. I longed to 
rush up to the throne and ask if I 
mightn’t stay. As we left we met an- 
other dish, being escorted by six Chev- 
aliers Gardes to the Grand Maréchal de 
la Cour, who served the Emperor. I am 


surprised that it got past the soldiers. 


An cer whom we saw there has 
‘told us since that they left their bar- 
racks at half-past 3 in the morning, 
and were on duty without food tiil 3 in 
the afternoon; and Mr. L—— says that 
it was torture to smell the good things 
as they were carried under his nose. 
I wonder he eould resist transfixing a 
cutlet with his sword. When at last 
he got home to food, he was too tired 
to touch it, and could only throw him- 
self upon -his bed and sleep and sleep.

“RHODESIA.” 


Country Ruled by the British South 
African Company. 


(May Century:) West and north of 
the Transvaal lie those immense Brit- 
ish territories which have been as- 
signed to the British South Africa Com- 
pany as its sphere of operations. Bechu- 
analand—so-called from the principal 
native race which occuples it—is a high, 
and generally level country, mostly 
wooded; though the trees are but small, 
and with grass which is richer and 
more abundant than that of the Trans- 
vaal. It is looked upon as likely to 
prove one of the best ranching tracts 
in. the continent. Matabeleland and 
Mashonaland, farther to the north, are 
equally high, but more undulating than 
Bechuanaland, with . t swelling 
downs somewhat resembling the prairies 
of Western Kansas. 

They are bright, countries, 
very hot in the daytime, for they le 
within the tropic, but with nights cool 
even in midsummer, and a climate 
which, except in the lower grounds 
along che marshy banks of the streams, 
is not merely healthy, but invigorating. 
Plenty of rain falls in December, Janu- 
ary ard February, and it is only in 
October, at the end of the dry season, 
that the grass begins to fail on the 
pastures. The subjacent fock is, ag in 
Bechuanaland, usually granite; but 
here and there beds of slate and schist 
are founc, and in these beds there are 
quartz reefs, believed to be rich in gold, 
and from which a great deal of gold 
must, in days gone by, have been ex- 
tracted, so numerous are the traces of 
ancient workings. 

The extreme easterly part of Mashon- 
aland, where it borders on the domin- 
ions of Portugal, is called Manicaland. 
This is a country of bold mountains of 
granite, mixed with porphyry and slate 
—a country the loftiest peaks of which 
rise to a height of 8000 feet above the 
sea, and where a comparatively abund- 
ant rainfall makes the streams more 
numerous, and fuller even in the dry 
season than those of any other part of 
the great plateau. Here and there a 
piece of high tableland, some 7000 feet 
above sea-level, offers an atmosphere 
of rare salubrity. while a few miles 
farther to the eastward, in the low 
grounds which slope gently to the coast, 
malignant fevers warn Europeans 
against any attempt to settle, and make 
even a journey from the sea to the 


highlands dangerous during some 
months of the year.

“OOM PAUL'S” POLICY, 


PRESIDENT KRUEGER’S ADDRESS 
TO THE BOER PARLIAMENT. 


He Handles Existing Diplomatic Con- 

troversies Very Gingerly—Ham- 
mond and His Fellow-Prisoners 
Receive Better Treatment. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) . 

PRETORIA, May 5.—The Volksradt 
assembled todav. President Krueger in 
his speech opening Parliament said: 
“In spite of the past troubies the re- 
public continues to maintain friendly 
relations with the foreign powers.” The 
expression of hope by the President 
that a closer union will soon be ef- 
fected between the Orange Free State 
and the South African Republic is re- 
garded as significant. 

Great and most unusual interest wes 
taken in the proceedings in view of the 
recent disclosures made by the pub- 
lication of the cipher telegrams ex- 
changed between Cecil Rhodes, then 
Premier of Cape Colony, and others 
who took a more or less important part 
in the Jameson raid in the territory 
of the Boer republic. 

The town was, crowded with Boers, 
many of whom had ridden hundreds of 
miles in order to be present here when 
the Volksraad reassembled, as its ses- 
sion is looked upon as being one of 
the most important in the history of 
the littie republic. Numbers of these 
sturdy fighting farmers came here days 
ago in order to bring their influenca 
to bear upon members of the Executive 
Council in the hope of bringing about 
the mitigation, if not the entire com- 
mutation of the sentences of the con- 
victed leaders of the Johannesburg Re- 
form Committee. But it is useless to 
deny that the publication of the series 
of incriminating telegrams has put a 
decided damper upon the efforts of 
the Boers to lessen the punishment of 
the prisoners. It is said much may de- 
pend upon the action of the British 
government toward Cecil Rhodes. 

Alfred Beit, the director of the Brit- 
ish South Africa Company, who took an 
important part in organizing the raid, 
and toward the company itself, to say 
nothing of the punishment which may 
be meted out to Dr. Jameson and his 
immediate associates. John Hays Ham- 
mond, the convicted American engi- 
neer. will, however, be more leniently 
dealt with than his fellow-prisoners, in 
view of the fact that he was opposed to 
actual rebellion against: the Transvaal 
authorities. ‘ 

The vicinity of the Parliament build- 
ing was crowded with a picturesque 
gathering of Boers long before the hour 
set for the opening of its proceedings. 
and warm, indeed, were the commen- 
dations showered upon the diplomacy 
of. “Oom Paul,” who has so «cleverly 
out-fenced the British Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, Joseph Cham- 
berlain, from first to last, and who is 
now so completely master of the situa- 
tion that he towers head and shoulders 
over everybody and everything con- 
nected with South Africa. . 

The President, in his speech. said in 
brief, that the recent events, “due to 
malevolence and selfish objects.“ had 
seriously interrupted the right and 
peace of the South African Republic, 
adding: 

“Tt has been ever my wish to promote 
the development and prosperity of the 
republic in the most peaceable manner 
possible, so I am firmly convinced that 
it is your sincere wish to codéperafe 
with me in this policy and that you ex- 
pect with the fullest confidence that 
this session of the Volksraad will con- 
tribute in no small manner to the res- 
toration of peace in this State, in order 
that, through our united codéperation, 
our country may flourish and prosper 
for the benefit of all.“ (Loud applause.) 

The President then touched upon the 
foreign relations of the South African 
republic, the most delicate and eagerly- 
enticipated portion of the speech, say- 
ing: In spite of past trgubles, the re- 
public continues to maintain friendly 
relations with foreign powers.” 

This subject was there significantly 
dropped, and the President turned to 
the relations between the South African 
republic. and its sister republic, the 
Orange Free State, remarking: “I hope 
that a meeting between representatives 


sentatives of the South African repub- 
lic will shortly be held, and plans for a 
closer union between the two countries 
will be discussed.“ (Applause.) 

This utterance of President Krueger 
was looked upon as confirming the re- 
port that negotiations have for some 
time past been on foot for an alliance, 
offensive and defensive, between the 
South African repubiic and the Orange 
Free State, looking to resisting any at- 
tempt upon the part of Great Britain 
to interfere with the internal affairs of 
either country. 

The President afterwards alluded in 
an appropriate manner to the terrible 
dynamite disaster just outside Jo- 
hannesburg on February 19, when 
about one hundred and thirty persons 
were killed and thousands rendered 
homeless. In this connection, the Presi- 
dent acknowledged the assistance ren- 
dered by the Uitlanders of the Rand to 
the Boer authorities, the foreigners 
having tenderly cared for the wounded 
and collected about $500,000 in the first 
twenty-four hours after the explosion 
for the relief of the sufferers. 

Continuing, the President turned to 
the mining interests of the South 
African Republic, declaring that mining 
Was progressing in a prosperous man- 
ner, and that the labor question which 
at one time threatened to interfere with 
the development of this feature of the 
country’s resources, had now assumed 
a much brighter aspect. 

The President, in his speech later, 
said that proposals dealing with edu- 
eation and farming were being pre- 
pared for submission to the Volksraad, 
and, referring to the finances of the 
Republic, he assured Parliament that 
they were in a sound condition, al- 
though the expenditures of the country 
were growing. But this, he explained, 
was in view of the fact that it was 
necessary to keep pace with the prog- 
ress of the counfry. 

In conclusion President Krueger said: 

“No doubt, especially in these troub- 
lous times, you will strive to fulfill 
your ond@rous duties and devote your 
highest powers to the earnest consider- 
ation of the cherished interests of the 
Commonwealth.” 
The President's speech was very 
well received, being considered most 
moderate in tone, meeting every situa- 
tion firmly and squarely without bom- 
bast or bluster. Those who read be- 
tween the lines notice in it a continu- 
ance of the same strong though peace- 
loving policy which the President has 
followed from the first, and it is not 
likely that there has been or will be 
any deviation from the course he was 
called upon by force of circumstances 
to steer after the conspiracy of the 
British South Africa Company was un- 
velled. 

The reformers now in prison awalt- 
ing their final sentences have recently 
been allowed more privileges than 
when at first incarcerated. They are 
allowed better food, can send for littie 
delicacies if required, and enjoy as 
much exercise as possible under the 
circumstances.

tlatlons. 
DAMNING EVIDENCE. 

LONDON, May 5.—Truth claims to 
have unearthed additional details of 
the conspiracy leading up to the Jame- 
von raid, which paints the participators 
in the plot in still darker colors than 
have the disclosures made by the 
Transvaal government. Truth says it 
is credibly informed that President 
Krueger possesses evidence that the 
intention of Jameson was to march 
upon Pretoria first, to seize President 
Krueger and then to proceed to Johen- 
nesburg with the President a prisoner. 


Bosses Working Openly. 

(May Century) There is ample rea- 
son for this popular distrust. The boss 
is the worst enemy of popular govern- 
ment, for the chief objeet of his labors 
is to steal away from the people their 
right to govern themselves. He poisoys 
popular government at its fountain- 
head, in the primaries and nominating 
conventions, by foisting his tools into 
public offices. Having got possession 
of the offices, he uses them for barter 
and sale, for extortion and blackmail, 
taking into his own hands all the func- 
tions of government for his own en- 
riehment, and that of his corrupt and 
corrupting machine. Formerly our 
bosses carried on their operations 
mainly in secret. We know who they 
were, and what their business was. 
but they allowed us to see very little 
of their methods. Now they give their 


orders to their tools in office more or 


less openly, declare through the press 
what their plans and purposes are, and 
without concealment summon their of- 
ficial servants to come to them for direc- 
tion and counsel. They declare openly 
what their plans ere in regard to Presi- 
dential nominations, “‘pack’’ the State 
delegations to national conventions in 
accordance with those plans, and even 
offer themselves as candidates. The 
greatness of their success has turned 
their heads, and they reason that a 
public which has tolerated so much 
from them will revolt at nothing which 
audacity and impudence may suggest. 


Ilannes’s Dying Rebuke to Napoleon. 
(May Century) On the 23d Napoleon 


again visited Lannes, who was now 


fully conscious and aware that he was 
doomed. He was as fearless as ever, 
and with the stern candor of an old re- 
publican poured out to the Emperor all 
that he felt. The army, he said, was 
weary of bloodshed, the nation of its 
sense of exhaustion; for both were alike 
aware that they suffered and bled no 
longer for a principle. but for the 
boundless ambition of one man. The 
veteran marshal refused all sympathy 
or consolation, and turned his face to 
the wall. Both Marbot and Pelet de- 
clare that this story of Cadet de Gassi- 
court is an invention; if so, it is a clever 
one, for we know from other sources 
that as far as the army was concerned. 
the statement attributed to Lannes was 
correct. As there wes little chance for 
booty in such rapid marching and con- 
stant fighting, the youth and the poor 
were disheartened. The great fortunes 
won by the officers were of little use 
while peace was denied for their enjoy- 
ment; the millions of Massena did not 
save him from the exposures and hard- 
ships of the battle fleld, and he con- 
fessed that he loved luxury and im- 
moral self-indulgence.

Epochs in Men’s Strength. 


The muscles, in common with all the 
organs of the body, have thier stages 
of development and decline; our physi- 
cal strength increases up to a certain 
age, and then decreases. Tests of the 
strength of several thousands of people 
have been made by means of a dynamo- 
meter (strength-measurer,) and the fol- 
lowing are given as the average figures 
for the white race: The Hifting power 
ef a youth of 17 years is 280 pounds; 
in his twentieth year this increases to 
320 pounds. In thirtieth and thirty-first 
years it reaches its height—350 pounds. 
At the end of the thirty-first year the 
strength begins to decline, very slowly 
at first. By the fortieth year it has de- 
creased eight pounds, and this diminu- 
tion continues at a slightly increasing 
rate until the fiftieth year is reached, 
when the figure is 330 pouncs. After 
this period the strength falis more and 
more rapidly until the weakness of old 

is reached. It is not possible to 
give statistics of the decline of strength 
after the fiftieth year, as it varies to a 
large extent in different individuals.

“El Cinco de Mayo,” which being 
translated is May 5, marks the anni- 
versary of the second independence of 
Mexico. On that day of the yéar 1862, 
Gen. Ygfiadio Zaragoza, gave battle 
to the French under command of Gen. 
Lorencez at the city of Puebla. Zara- 
g0za was ably supported by Gens, Es- 
cobedo, Diaz, Berriosa bal and Lamadrid 
and the Mexicans fought valiantty. 
The French were completely routed and 
the battle proved most decisive. 

Every year the Mexicans celebrate 
the event and it is to them what the 
Fourth of July is to the United States.

The death of her second 
child was' caused, ehe gaid, by her hus- 
band and step-son crushing her against 
a door on purpose to cause the death 
of the infant before birth. The story 
told about the third child, Elisabeth, is 
the same as that in regard to the first 
infant. constant exposure. 

The story of Mrs. Higgens hae caused 
great amazement among her friends, 
all of whom say that her husband 
treated her in the kindest manner. 
Several people whom Mrs. Higgens said 
would corroborate her story, say they 
never of such things as she 
charges.

BALLERINO GOES TO JAIL. 


The Rich Land-owner Imprisoned 
9 for Contempt. 

n the action of Ballerino against Bal- 
lerino for divorce, the eccentric old 
man appeared before Judge Shaw at 2 
o'clock yesterday, in answer to a cita- 
tion to show cause why he had not paid 
$50 alimony to his wife as directed by 
the court. Brooks and Miller appeared 
for the plaintiff and Maj. Bell for the 
defendant. After examining into the 
Ballerinos’ accounts and listening to the 
statements of counsel, Judge Shaw 
found him guilty of contempt, notwith- 
Standing that he appeared before His 
Honor togged out in brand-new shoes 
and hat, and ordered him committed to 
the County Jail for two days, and com- 
manded him to pay a fine of $50, and in 
default, to remain in the jail untii the 
fine was earned at $2 per day. 

Common report declares that Baller- 
ino has over $150,000 buried and his in- 
come from “cribs” in the lowest 
quarters of the city has been es- 
timated at nearly $1000 a month. Among 
the property is a ranch in Pico Heights, 
valued at from $150,000 to $200,000. 

It is commonly reported that an own 
daughter of his is a tenant of one of 
Ballerino’s dens in the Negro-alley dis- 
trict and pays to her father a regular 
rental for such occupancy. 

Ballerino is about 65 years of age, and 
presehted a most woe-begone appear- 
ance as he sat inside the railing wait- 
ing for the bailiff to convey him to jail. 
His money is as dear to him as his life. 


WORDEN HELD FOR PEACE, 


His Little Child Wanted to Go With 
Papa.

“S$ Carter Smith, a money- lender, 
whose office is on South Broadway, re- 
cently, discounted about $400 worth of 
time-checks for labor performed on the 
Newell & Gammon Block. When he 
resented the time-checks for payment, 
Swell & Gammon refused to pay, de- 
claring they felt suspicious of their 
genuineness, Smith was told that the 
only way to get payment was to file 
mechanie’s liens on the property. 
It was from Carnicle & Hamm that 
Smith got the time-checks. Carnicle 


Hamm who got most. ; 
“When payment was refused on the 
papers, Smith went to Carnicle and was 
— that the time- checks were good. 
In order to get mechanie’s liens on the 
block, it was necessary to have the 
man to whom each time-check was is- 
sued swear to the lien. Smith did not 
know where to find the various work- 
men, so Carnicle offered to find them 
for him, first demanding $40 advance 
pay. This Smith refused, but after- 
ward he wrote to him offering to pay 
$40.

Mitchell and 
Hamm had tried to make the various 
signatures as dissimilar as possible, 
writing some of them with the left 
hand. Now they wanted to get the 
time-checks back again, in order to 
pon Mo the signatures. Carpenter paid a

I told him 
to return Monday morning and he 
should have them. I didn’t wish to run 
any risk of losing the evidence against 
the fellows, so I took photographs of all 
the eleven documents. 

“Monday morning I handed over the 
time-checks to Carpenter, tell him 
to get the men to swear to the liens as 
soon as possible,- because th myst 
filed by 4 o'clock.

They were so anxious to 
get the money that one of them made 
a grab at it. But I stopped him and 
handed it to my friend, Mr. Vickery. 
Then the conspirators produced the 
fraudulent documents, handed them to 
me and I spread them out on the table. 

check for $40 was handed over 
then the door into the next room opened 
and out stepped Detectives Bradish and 
Hawley and placed the trio under ar- 
rest. As soon as they were put in jail, 
Mitchell broke down and made a state- 
ment of his connection With the case. 

“Though. the conspirators were hun- 
gry enough for the $40 fee for getting 
the signatures to the mechanic’s liens, 
I don’t believe that was their primary 
object in undertaking the dirty work 
of swearing to forged signatures. They 
did that chiefly to cover up their pre- 
‘vious frauds in making out time-checks 
do men who never existed, and dispos- 
ing of them.” 

Fred W. Strange, the contractor for 
the Newell & Gammon Block, is the 
foreman of a planing mill on Central 
avenue near Second street. He has as- 
signed his interest in the building of 
the block to another man, but he is stil! 
nominally the contractor for the build- 
ing, and has to sign all papers. He sel-

“Carpenter has a desk in Carnicle's 
office,” said Mr. Strange yesterday. 
„He is a fourth-rate lawyer, and they 
have made him useful there by having 
him do typewriting, make out legal 
documents, and so on. Hamm makes 


A good deal of time around the new 
block, watching lest any one steal 
things or set the place on fire. Every 
Saturday some one brings all the time- 
checks down to the mill where I am 
foreman, for me to sign, Sometimes it is 
the plasterer, sometimes another work- 
man, but freqnently Hamm. 

We have a great deal of business to 
do, and the whole tie Iam in my office 
Iam on a constant rush. Sometimes the 
man who brings the time-checks has to 
wait three-quarters of an hour before I

CALALINX. 

AVALON, (Catalina Island, May 4.— 
(Regular Correspondence.) The “Lu- 
cero” (signifying “White Star’’) the 
magnificent yacht owned by Charley 
Fair, son of the late Senator Fair, is 
moored in Avalon Bay just now and 
will probably remain for a week or 
ten days while Mr. Fair samples the 
fishing in Catalirma waters. The yacht 
is under command of Capt. A. M. Pan- 
zer, a dignified and gallant man, who is 
proud of the ‘trim craft, which he de- 
clares is the finest of her kind afloat 
in the United States. Millionaire 
Astor is now trying to build one to 
eclipse the Lucero, but Vanderbilt's 
yacht faded into ‘insignificance when 
compared with the floating palace now 
anchored in Avalon Bay. 

The Lucero is 115 feet long and of 
120 horse power and requires a crew 
of six men to keep her rwnning and in 
order. She is entirely fitted out with 
electricity—search-light, mast head- 
light, side lights and electric drop lights 
everywhere. The pilot-house and cap- 
tain’s quarters are built entirely of 
natural imported woods, highly pol- 
ished. A speaking tube communicates 
with the saloon below. Stationary 
washstands, with hot and cold water, 
are in every stateroom and a perfectly- 
equipped bathroom opens off the state- 
room occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Fair. 
The soft, sweet tinkle of a music-box 
guides you to the main saloon, where 
fitted. up in the most 
luxurious style, from the soft velvet 
carpets to the elegant morocco up- 
holstery, which, m itself, cost $1700. 
The ceiling and walls. are of beauti- 
fully-polished natural wood, with 
French plate beveled mirrors, reflecting 
everything. There are silver and china 
and wine lockers on the most superb 
order. The kitchen and pantry are 
models of convenience. Even the 
cooking is done over an electric stove, 
superintended by a good-natured 
Chinaman, an expert in the art of culi- 
nary skill. On deck, under a white 
canvas awning, are spread rich rugs, 
luxurious steamer chairs, and softly- 
cushioned divans, where the happy pas- 
sengers may idly dream as this floating 
palace drifts amid the calm southern 
seas. An electric launch is attached | 
to the yacht, and this morning Mr. and 
Mrs. Fair and the. lady friend who ac- 
companies them had gone out fishing, 
trolling for sea bass and yellow tail. 
The Lucero left San Francisco some 
three weeks ago and cruised south- 
ward, stopping at Santa Barbara, at 
San Pedro and at San Diego. The cost 
of the Lucero, which was built about a 
year ago, is estimated at $60,000.

men are jubilant. Today's record m- 
cluded a fine catch by Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Wilcox of Chicago, consisting 
of a fifty-pound sea bass, three barra- 
cuda and an eighteen-pound yellow- 
tail.

JELLY FROM OX BLOOD. Refer- 
ence was made in the editorial columns 
of The Times of Sunday to a crusade 
that has been started by the Board of 
Health in San Francisco against the 
use of adulterated foods in that city. 

Under the pure-food act, passed by 
the Legislature; the adulteration of 
any kind of food or drugs is prohib- 
ited, even though the adulterant used is 
harmless, or perhaps beneficial. The 
act provides a severe penaity for its 
violation, and also requires the offender 
found guilty to pay all the expenses for 
analysis. It is a copy of the law in 
use in some of the Eastern States and 
declared constitutional by the Supreme 
courts of those States, so the Health 
Officers are confident that it will be 
sustained by the courts of this State. 

Some of the discoveries that have 
been made in regard to the extensive 
adulterations of food in this State, 
where natural. food is supposed to be 
cheaper than in almost any other sec- 
tion of the country. are surprising. 

A private analysis has been made of 
some of the cheap jelly that is being 
sold in San Francisco, and the public 
will be greatly surprised to learn that 
it is manufactured out of clarified bul- 
lock’s blood and extracts made from 
coal tar. There is not a particle of 
fruit in it. It has been learned that 
every drop of blood shed by the butch- 
ered beeves in the large slaughtering 
houses of the East is being used prin- 
cipally for making jelly, and has be- 
come a profitable source of revenue. 

Other cheap eastern jellies have been 
investigated, the kind usually sold in 
pails. They contain in nearly every 
instance very little fruit; if any, but 
are made up mostly of cheap glucose, 
strong and possibly poisonous extracts, 
the latter made largely by use of acids, 
also gelatine, isinglass and powerful 
coloring matter. 

K might have been supposed that in 
California where fruit is so cheap that 
it is frequently difficult for the pro- 
ducers to dispose of it at a profit, there 
would have been no excuse for the use 
of such unsavory adulterants. It ap- 
pears, however, from a recent article 
in the San Francisco Chronicle that 
even this State has manufacturers 
who turn out adulterated jellies to com- 
pete with the eastern-made. They ure 
apples for a body, and to make the dif- 
ferent varieties of jellies, use flavoring 
extracts, which are also full of acids 
and impure, also glucose, coloring the 
mixture with cochineal or other color- 
ing matter 

The D and Producers’ 
Association has come to the aid of the 
Board of Health in its attempt to drive 
out these adulterated products. Re- 
ferring to the extensive importation of 
impure jellies from the East, Isidor 
Jacobs, manager of the California Can- 
nG@ries Company, spoke thus to a Chron- 
icle reporter: 

“Before the introduction of this east- 
ern jelly here it is estimated that the 
trade in pure jellies of the local manu- 
facturers amounted to from $300,000 to 
$400,000 per annum. Since the introduc- 
tion of the eastern stuff many of the 
manufacturers have given up the busi- 
ness, and’ the sale of pure fruit jellies 
of California manufacture, it may be 
safely said, does not exceed $50,000 per 
annum, the place having been taken 
by these cheap dococtions from the 
East. It is reported that hundreds of

In this connection 
I wish to say that fruit here is as cheap 
as fruit East. The Western Sugar 
Refinery Company sells to manufactur- 
ers sugar as cheap as it is sold to the 
eastern manufacturers. 

“To make pure currant jelly here it 
costs a manufacturer about 9 to 10 
cents a pound. The eastern stuffs 
sold in bulk at retall at 4 cents per 
pound, and probably at wholesale at 
3 cents per pound, notwithstanding that 
it pays a freight of about 1\% cents per 
pound; so you can readily see that 
this stuff must be an adulteration of 
the worst description. The magnitude 
of this business is such that it takes 
several hundred thousand dollars out of 
the pockets of the fruiit-growers and 
the laboring classes who would be em- 
ployed in the manufacture of jellies. 

“If the same magnitude of adultera- 
tion exists in other food products as it 
does in jellies, then the Board of Health 
has tackled a subject that is far be- 
yond its anticipation, and whose rami- 
fications will create a revolution in the 
manufacture and sale of food products 
in this city.“

County Mass-meeting of Prohibition-

SANTA ANA, May 5.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The City Board of Trus- 
tees met in regular session Monday 
evening with all members present, ex- 
cept Mr. Hervey. 

The monthly reports of Clerk, Re- 
corder and. Treasurer were read and 
filed, as was also the an report of 
the City Clerk. 

‘Ordinance. No. 227, prohibiting all 
city, was 
passed by unanimous vote of those 
present. 

Ordinance No. 229, requiring grass 
and weeds to be removed from side- 
walks in the city, also unanimously 
passed. This does not apply to blue-

The Committee on Electric Lights, 
consisting of Messrs. Hunt, Whitney 
and Lutz, submitted the following es- 
‘timate from E. OC. Sharpe as to the cost 
of the proposed municipal lighting 


plant. 

The committee selected the follow- 
ing from the four estimates prepared by 

r. Sharpe: 
SANTA ANA (Cal.,) April 29, 1896. 
To the Honorable, the Board of Trus- 
tees of the City of Santa Ana-—Gentle- 

en: At the request of your Electric 
Light Committee, I have made several 

timates as to the cost of an electric- 

ht plant for your city. Estimate No. 
1 is for a plant using high-speed tan- 
dem compound engines in connection 
with horizontal tubular boilers. The 
engines being in two units, one being 
150-horse-power and the other 100-horse- 
power; the boilers will have a capac- 
ity of 240-horse-power, divided in three 
units of 80-horse-power each. In con- 
nection with this will be the necessary 
heater, — and steam fittings. 

The electric plant will consist of two 
60 K. W. A. C. dynamos, the two having 
a capacity of 2000 lights, and one 60- 
light 2000-candle-power arc dynamo, 
complete. with . 60-arc lamps, 
switchboard and necessary 
Twelve hundred and twenty lights in 
transformer capacity are included in 
this estimate. 

It is estimated to place forty arc 
lamps for street lighting. All street arc 
lamps to be hung from forty-foot poles, 
twenty on the “intersection system,” 
ten on pole tops and ten on fifteen-foot 


This ‘estimate covers the building of 
six miles of pole line with the neces- 
gary wire for one arc circuit to cover 
line, where street arcs are used and to 
cover entire line with incandescent 
mains.. Poles from power-house 
Fourth and Main streets to.be.thirty- 
five feet in length, all othef poles to 
be thirty ‘feet in length, except 
poles for suspending arc lamps, which 
shall be forty feet in jength. 
The installing of 600 16-candle-power 
incandescent lights and ten arc lamps 
are included in this estimate. g 

This plant will cost complete, set up 
and started, $28,000, including cost of 
building. Respectfully submitted,
